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Continuation of 11. Applicants' response has been carefully considered; however, the response appears to largely reiterate the arguments 
set forth previously. Accordingly, the position is taken that applicants' arguments have been addressed within the final Office action. It is 
further noted that applicants have neither appreciated nor addressed the examiner's position that the claims are not commensurate in 
scope with applicants' arguments. Applicants continue to set forth arguments concerning such issues as solubility, dispersibility, particle 
size, reactant molecular weight, and physical properties, such as elasticity and hardness; however, the claims are not limited with respect to 
these issues. Applicants have simply failed to appreciate that they have failed to distinguish the instant invention, as claimed, from the 
disclosures of the references. Furthermore, the examiner has noted previously that applicants have failed to appreciate the non- 
exemplified teachings of the references, and it appears that applicants' instant response continues to not appreciate these teachings. 
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
